SHORTAGES IN 
CHURCH TRUST 


Crisis in Affairs of Angli- 
can Church to be Con- 
sidered Sept. 15 


WINNIPEG, Sept. 7—The crisis 
in the affa of the Anglican’ 
Church precipitated by loss of its 


endowment funds will be consider- 
ed at a meeting of church laymen, 
called by Archbishop Stringer, to 
be held September 15, it was an- 
nounced Tuesday, John A. Macn- 
ray, K.C, head of the investment 
firm which handled the endow- 
ments, is awaiting trial on a charge 
of theft of more than $47,000 of 
monies belonging to the University 
of Manitoba

are still unable to say when their 
final report will be ready, Records 
are confusing and months of in- 
vestigation may be necessary before 
the final amount is struck. It is 
known, however, that the losses wil! 
be heavy.
